I. That, as the great fources of the wealth and popula- 
tion of Great Britain are agriculture, commerce, and ma- 
nufaétures, any law that would materially affect any one 
of thefe would, to a confiderable degree, operate upon the 
others. 
Il. That any law that hath a tendency to increafe the 
price of grain and meal, would have the fame tendency to 
advance the price of all the other necefiarjes and even luxuries 
of life. 
Ill. That, under fuch circumftances, an advance of rents 
to landholders would not be to the*advantage of that clafs of 
men, as the price of all the articles, either neceflaries or 
luxuries of life, would advance in proportion. 

IV. That the plan propofed by the gentlemen of Mid- 
Lothian is calculated {leadily to raife the price of meal and 
grain in Scotland. 

V. That this plan, if paffed into alaw, would injure the 
manufa¢tures of the country in a high degree, and efpeci- 
ally this weftern diftri@, where a competition with other 
nations is fo nearly balanced, that fuch a powerful operating 
caufe will make the balance preponderate in favour of their 
rivals. 

V1. That the extent of their manufactures is fo confider- 
able, that they claim the prote¢tion of Government—there 
being above fix hundred thoufand pounds value annually ma- 
nufaétured in this place and neighbourhood. 

VIL. That a free exportation and importation of meal and 
grain is the only meafure that will give a permanent fecurity 
to the manufaéturers of this country, is the employment 
of their capitals, in a competition with the other nations in 
Europe. 

Laftly, That they will oppofe the plan propofed by the 
Landed Proprietors at Edinburgh, by every legal method, 
as they confider the prefent law more for the intereft of 
the country than the alterations fugge(ted; at fame time, 
they hope the Legiflature will fee caufe to repeal even the 
law, and admit a free importation of meal and grain at all 
times.

The laft accounts from 
Egypt mention, that affairs in that kingdom daily 
wear a more favourable appearance ; the two tyrants 
Murat and Ibrahim, Beys, who fled into Arabia, 
are purfued by a detachment of Ottoman troops, 
who have promifed not to. return without bringing 
with them the heads of the rebels. However, if 
the fugitives mind what they are about, it will be 
difficult for them to be taken, with the whole deferts 
of Arabia before them to elude the vigilance of their 
purfuers. Be that as it may, the victory of the 
Captain- Pacha was rendered cumplete by marching 
dire& to Cairo, taking that city, and in confequence 
becoming poffeffed of all Egypt. It is faid, that 
when he entered Cairo he went at once to the pa- 
laces of the rebels, which he found abfolutely emp- 
ty, except that one of Ibrahim’s wives was left with 
a young child ; at the fight of the Turk the threw 
herfelf at his feet, and begged him to {parc her life, 
and that of her infant fon. ‘“ Rife (faid the old 
Tuckith veteran to her) I did not come from Con- 
ftantinople into Egypt to make war again{t women ;

Its fitua- 
tion is well adapted for carrying on a trade between 
Nootka-Sound and Cook’s River, on the American 
coaft, and the iflands of Japan and the Chinefe em- 
pire, in fea-otter fkins ; as alfo to perfeA thejdifco- 
veries made in that part of the globe, a matter which 
the late Captain King had much at heart.

I enjoin you to tranimit to the regencies and 
the tates in the provinces, what { have communica- 
ted to you, that they may conform themfelves to my 
orders with exactitude.

From Bruffels, we have the following account of 
the fuccefs of a young man belonging to Chamouni, 
who atts as guide there, to travellers pafling Mount 
Blane. This perfon, who is called James Balmat, 
was the firlt who had the honour of gaining the fum- 
mit of tkat mountain, in company with a phylician, 
acountryman of his, Mr Piccard. Mr Boarrit, 
who is very well known for his maps and defecription 
afthe Alps, is the perfon who has given this rela- 
tion of the afcent of Mount Blane. 

*¢ All the attempts made at the fide diftant from 
Chamouni, to afcend Mount Blane, having been hi- 
herto fruitlefs, the guides of this valley determined 
in tefuming the old road; fix of them made a jour- 
ey there, in the month of July Jatt; and although 
tey were determined to ufe their utmolt efforts, 
y were obliped to give it up. But ane of them, 
ed James Balmar, had different fuccefs from his 
mrades ; he ftrayed through extended traés of 
w, and being overtaken by night, he fpent it at a 
sight greater than the dome or {pire of Goute, and 
us only indebted for his prefervation to the vigour 
nd youth of his con{titution. ‘The morning follow- 
ing he recovered himfelf, and perceived the top of

The heaven was black; the conftellation 
of the day in its decline, appeared immenfe; its fays 
of a fuperb purple colour, darted through the vatt 
extent, and as it defcended it feemed to free itfelf 
a paflage through the earth.—France, Switzerland, 
and Italy, were extended like maps in relief, and 
adorned with the moft magnificent and lively colours; 
but the twilted chains of the Alps, their confpicuous 
fummits, and deep interftices, prefented beauties be- 
yond defcription, But one half hour was to fpare 
for the obfervation of fo many objects, which would 
require hours of contemplation ; the cold which they 
felt, and the approach.of night did not permit them 
to remain long ; their eatables were frozen in their 
pockets, and the thermometer was fix degrees below 
Zero. 

** They defcended with rapidity in the manner of 
the mountaineers on the Alps, who flide down 
leaning on their ftaves, with their legs motionlefs ; 
and traverfing a great extent, they got before night 
over the molt dangerous paflages.—The moon, 
which fucceeded the fun, enabled them to con- 
tinue their way, to defcry the chinks and avoid

along with his companioon, without danger—At 
midnight they arrived at the hillock, where they 
repofed for two hours; and refuming their jour- 
ney, they arrived at eight in the morning at the 
Priory, being almoft blind, and having their lips 
&c. inflamed. They were twenty hours upon the 
fnow. 

** Balmat’s face was disfigured for eight days 
after his defcent, and he walked like a man that 
was fuddenly awake, and had got out of bed. At 
the fame time that fome ufeful difcoveries are made 
in Natural Hiltory, by this journey, the courage of 
thofe who undertook it is to be admired; and 
Balmat undoubtedly deferves an honourable recom- 
pence. 

** Several ftrangers have often faid, that they 
WOUIT CON LIDuLe Cow aids a pele Cae hin ehne enmnbd 
firit afcend to the top of Mount Blane.—As Bal- 
mat has expofed his life and health to make this 
difcovery, it is certainly his due. 

** Dr Paccard intends to reap fome advantage 
from his journey. He has announced timfelf at 
Laufanne, where he is receiving fabf{criptions for an 
account of his journey, which he is to publifh: he 
calls himfelf the Conqueror of Mount Blane —whill(t 
poor Balmat,to whom the difcovery is due, is almoft 
unknown, and is ignorant that there are joarnalifts 
and journals; and that one can, by means of thefe 
literary trumpets, obtain a {pecies of fame and ad- 
miration from the public. 

Three Englith ladies (Mifs Parminters) have 
mounted the top of Buet, under the condué of Mr 
Berenger and a guide, called Le Grand Saraffe ; 
they were four hours “pafling over the frow before 
they arrived at the fummit, bat they were inured to 
it after a journey of two hindred I¢agues through 
the Alps of Switzerland and Vallis.”

Extrad of a letter from London, Nov. 16. 

«‘ Thofe who have, for fome time palt, boafted, 
and with great apparent reafon, on the ftate of the 
public funds, now appear to be quite filent on that 
head, the ftocks being confiderably lower than it was 
imagined they could poffibly be, and likely to be 
{till more fo. Though there is fome caufe for this, 
the friends of Government infift upon its being more 
artificial than real. Inthe firft place, it is an un- 
doubted faét, that very confiderable fums bave been 
drawn out lately in /pecu/ation upon the commercial 
treaty with the Court of France; in the fecond 
place, the Eaft India Company’s occafions have 
lately caufed them to drain the markets in a great 
meafure 3 and, in the third place, the bankers were 
never known to be fo bare of cafh as at prefent, 
which has given them occafion to fell out to a very 
large amount. This is owing to two caufes. The 
one, the difcounting bills to a great extent, to ac- 
commodate traders, &c. againit Chriftmas, and the 
lending jobbers money for the purpofe of fpeculating 
upon the French treaty. There is alfo another 
caufe of the ftocks being fo low, and that is, the 
Dutch, &c. have lately drawn out large fums upon 
the profpect of peace and harmony being reftored in 
Holland. The friends of Miniftry, however, do not 
admit all thefe reafons to have been fufficient caule, 
without much art joined to them; and as they ex- 
pect 200,000 1. from the Eaft India Company, they 
do not doubt but that and other fums, which they 
can fend to market, will foon get up the ftocks, and 
re(tore the public opinion of them. : 

&© Notwith{tanding monied men have begun their 
fyeculations in confequence vf the French treaty, 
and to avery great amount, it is very certain, that the 
whele of the treaty has never yet been feen, and 
that for a very good reafon, which is, that it is, at 
this moment, in an unfinilhed ftate. 

* Lord Walfingham, the new appointed ambaf- 
fador to the Court of Spain, has, at length, kiffed 
hands ; but his Lordthip’s departure for Madrid, in 
confequence thereof, is not at prefent even hinted at.

HE following reflections occur to me upon the 
T fabje& of the Corn Laws :— 

1mo, The principle of our prefent Corn Laws is 
jut and falutary. It tends, as far as human wif- 
dom reaches, to prevent fcarcity on the one hand, 
and, on the other, it provides to the Britith farmer 
a foreign market for that part of his crop he cannot 
fell at home. © Here it is proper to fuggett, that a 
bounty upon hoarding at home might have the fame, 
or poflibly even a better effect. 

2do, Britain wifely protets her linen manufac- 
tures, &c, &c. ‘againit foreign linens, &c. &c. by 
Cultomhoufe duties. Agriculture, or the manufac- 
ture of corn, is, out of all fight, the greateft and moft 
important of all’out manufaclures.  Britith {tatutes, 
therefore, Wifely protect Britith corn againft foreign 
corn. 

3tio, It appears to me, that the prefent Corn 
Laws require very little alteration. T'wo alterations 
are neceflary. One refpects form; the other re- 
{pects ‘utility. Iam clearly of opinion, that the ju- 
rifdiction of opening or fhutting the ports thould reft 
with the Sheriff-deputes, as at prefent, with a fmall 
alteration in point of form. ‘Tbe Sheriff fhould give 
public and previous intimation when he is to hold a 
Court of Enquiry as‘to prices. A refpectable Jury 
upon oath ought to find the fa&t; and witneffes 
ought to be examined upon oath as to fales. 

I can fuppofe dark and dangerous machinations 
may take place-in the recefs of a Sheriff-clerk’s 
Chamber with locked doors. A Sheriff-depute 
knows the gentlemen, many farmers, many manu- 
faSturers, and even many labouring people, within 
his county. Every man in the county knows his 
Sheriff, ‘The gentlemen are all known to one ano- 
ther. The farmers, manufacturers, &c; have all 
characters among their neighbours. In a court of 
juttice, confilting of parts, as above narrated, injuttice 
is impofhble. 

A deviation from moral rectitude is not even fup- 
pofable. The fubject of enquiry is generally known, 
and has been the topic of previous difcufhon. No 
man, of a hitherto fair character, dare commence 
{coundrel in the face of friends, neighbours, and ac- 
quaintance, who are converfant with the fubject of 
enquiry. It is impoffible for me to fuppofe any fu- 
preme court to poflefs fimilar advantages. 1 think 
the public in perfect fafety with a Sheriff and acoun- 
ty Jury. ‘The alteration, with refpec to utility, is 
obvioufly juft, and-means, that foreign corn, locked 
up in a port where fales are prohibiged at the time, 
ought to be permitted to go forth of faid port, and 
find a market as it beft can. 

4fto, A veffel with foreign corn for Glafgow would 
prefer the Frith of Forth, and the Canal, to the na- 
vigation of the weft feas, and doubling the Mull of 

Kintyre. In futh preference fhe certainly ought to 
i be indulged.
